La Follette Forces in Control. 


This election demonstrated that 
the La Follette forces still were ia 
control of Wisconsin, and no secret 
was made of the fact during the 
campaign thdt they proposed to go 
after the political scalp of Senator 
Lenroot if they were successful. 
There has been no change in their 
attitude since. If anything, they 
are more determined than ever to 
retire the senior senator from Wis- 
consin to private life. 

In deciding to make the race for 
another term, it is believed that Sen- 
ator Lenroot has yielded to a call 
to duty from the faction which calls 
itself the regular Republicans as 
distinguished from the La Follette 
brand. It is admitted generally 
that if Senator Lenroot can not win, 
no administration Republican in 
Wisconsin could win. Hence, the 
demand for his candidacy from the 
Republican stalwarts in the Badger 
State. 

Senator Lenroot had a justifiable 
excuse for withdrawing from politi- 
cal life at the close of his present 
term. It is understood that he was 
offered a legal connection in the 
East, which would have paid him 
many times his salary as a senator. 
His friends say he was tempted to 
accept, but in the end his followers 
in Wisconsin prevailed upon him to 
lead the fight against La Follette- 
ism. 

Developments Seen as Aid. 

Recent developments are expected 
to aid, rather than to hinder his 
chances of election.

AGREEMENT URGED 
ON CHILE AND PERU 
ENVOYS BY KELLOGG 


Plenipotentiaries 
for Tacna-Arica 
Negotiations. 


ARE ASKED TO MAKE 
PEACE CONCESSIONS 


Ambassadors of Two Coun- 
tries Declare Willingness to 
Reach Friendly Solution. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Plenipotentiaries of the Chilean 
and Peruvian governments here to 
conduct negotiations for settlement 
of the Tacna-Arica dispute, were 
asked yesterday by Secretary Kel- 
logg to ‘“‘set an example to the world 
of a willingness to make conces- 
sions, adjust their differences and 
again restore their diplomatic and 
commercial relations.’ 

In repiy they expressed a mutual 
desire on the part of their govern- 
ments to find a basis for agreement 
upon which an unreserved reconcil- 
iation could be had. 

The meeting of the Ambassadors 
and their staffs at the State Depart- 
ment marked the beginning of di- 
rect negotiations initiated by the 
United States as mediator for settle- 
ment of the aged dispute between 
Chile and Peru over their sover- 
eignty in the two provinces. 


Ambassadors Respond. 


The negotiations began with an 
address by Secretary Kellogg to 
which Ambassador Cruchaga re- 
sponded for Chile, and Ambassador 
Hernan Velarde in the name of 
Peru. 

“In offering the good offices of 
the United States,” Mr. Kellogg 
said, ‘“‘you will appreciate that I 
have no desire other than to bring 
the representatives of your great 
countries together in the sincere 
hope that a comprehensive basis of 
adjustment may be found. In this 
age it is vitally important that 
two of the great nations of the 
western hemisphere should set an 
example to the world of a williag- 
ness to make concessions, adjust 
their difficulties, and again restore 
their diplomatic and commercial re- 
lations.” 


Both Desire Peace. 


Ambassador Cruchaga said he en- 
tered the conference with “an open 
mind and a friendly spirit to find a 
basis for agreement which will per- 
mit the unreserved reconcillation of 
Chile and Peru.” 

Ambassador Velarde sald his gov- 
ernment ‘ardently desires peace 
with Chile, without other limit to 
her eagerness than the unsurpass- 
able barrier of her own respect.” 

The conference adjourned after a 
45-minute session under the request 
of Secretary Kellogg. to convene 
again tomorrow morning. Before 
adjournment, Secretary Kellogg 
said it would be his policy to con- 
tinue the negotiations in a most 
informal way and invited the Am- 
bassadors and-their aids to speak 
their minds openly at any time dur- 
ing the deliberations. 

It was only in that way, he said, 
that a basis of mutual understand- 
ing could be reached: 


Pyle Assault Confirmed,

ANDREWS DISCLOSES 
GRAFT IN DRY FORCE 
AT SENATE HEARING 


Couples His Testimony 
With Plea for New 
Legislation. 


BELIEVES STRICT LAW 
WOULD BE REMEDY 


Requests Arbitrary Power, 
Says Reed; Official Declares 
Druggists Corrupt.

Frank exposure of conditions in 
the prohibition unit was made by 
Brig. Gen. Lincoln C. Andrews, in 
response to searching inquiries by 
Senator Reed, of Missouri, at yes- 
terday’s dry law hearing before the 
Means Senate committee. It was 
the second day’s inning for the wets 
and they made the most of it. 

Prohibition Director Andrews, 
however, coupled his admission of 
graft, corruption, and intoxication. 
respecting persons who had made 
up part of the personnel of the pro- 
hibition force with earnest pleas for 
proposed law legislation which he 
believes will help remedy condi- 
tions. 

With the committee room packed 
by a mixed audience which at times 
burst into laughter or lost restraint 
when inner secrets of prohibition 
and bootleg circles involved dis- 
cussion of ‘‘Four Rose” and “split 
whisky’’ and similar technical terms, 
the outstanding feature of yester- 


day’s hearing was Gen. Andrew's 
testimony. 


Many Agents Discharged. 


The prohibition director stated: 

1. Since its organization, 875 of 
the prohibition force, now number- 
ing 3,600, have been ‘separated 
from the service’’ for misconduct, 
corruption, bribe taking, intoxica- 
tion and other causes. For taking 
bribes or soliciting money, 121 have 
been discharged. For falsifying ex- 
pense accounts, 80 have been re- 
moved. Sixty-one officers, eight 
clerks and one attorney were dis- 
charged for collusion and _ con- 
spiracy. For intoxication and mis- 
conduct, 187 prohibition enforce- 
ment agents have been removed. 
Prohibition agents to the number cof 
118 have been convicted in the 
courts. 

2. The practice of selecting en- 
forcement officers at the recom- 
mendation of interested organiza- 
tions, including the Antisaloon 
League. or for political considera- 
tions has provevd unsatisfactory. 

3. Legitimate use of industria] 
alcohol and honest industries in 
many lines are suffering on a wide 
scale as a result of illicit use of 
alcohol and competition by sham 
industries set up as blinds for turn- 
ing alcohol int» the bootleg trade. 

4. Drug-store prescription whisky 
often is not what it purports to be. 
but is ‘‘split whisky” diluted and 
prepared by druggists and boot- 
leggers acting in collusion. 

5. Denatured or industrial alco- 
hol, wood alcohol and even em- 
balming fluids are readily made 
available for use in bootleg chan- 
nels, and even gasoline filling sta- 
tions have become bootleg stations 
through new methods whereby 
bootleggers turn anti-freeze solu- 
tions into beverage liquor. 

Dry Plan Halted. 


6. Hoped-for plans to check the 
output of industrial alcohol for 
bootleg channels have been tempo- 
rarily halted by court action this 
week and unless the decision of the 
Federal circuit court of appeals in 
New York is reversed, it will not be 
pessible for the prenibition unit to 
restrict permits for industrial alco- 
hol so as to carry out its plan. 
These are a half-dozen of the 
high spots in Gen. Andrews’ testi- 
mony, given usually in response to 
searching questions by Senator 
Reed. The Prohibition director 
sought to answer every question, 
and Senator Reed tempered his 
earnestness with marked endased 
toward Mr. Andrews.

Laid to Mrs. Dornblazes 
and Her sister. 


PERJURY “ALSO ALLEGED 


New York, April 6 (By A. P.). 
Mrs. Lydia Locke Dornblazer, her 
sister, Mrs. Mary Frances Adams, 
of Joplin, Mo., and her attorney, T. 
F. Twyford, w ere indicted by a Fed- 
eral grand jury today, charged with 
conspiracy to obstruct justice. 

The indictments grew out of the 
alleged effort of Mrs. Dornblazer 
and her attorney to prevent Mrs. 


Adams testifying befére a jury in- 


vestigating a poison-pen letter 
which Mrs. Dornblazer was charged 
with sending to one of her former 
husbands, Arthur H. Marks. Mrs. 
Adams was also indicted today on 
a charge of perjury in connection 


with her testimony at the time. 


“The poison: pen letter,’’ is al- 
to Mr. 
Marks shortly after his divorce from 
the former opera singer, in which 
she was granted a settlement of 
$400,000. Mrs. Dornblazer, after 
indictment on the charge, signed a 
paper admitting she wrote the let- 
ter, but later retracted the confes- 
sion and said she had signed: it 
“under duress, without knowledge 
of its contents.’ 

The conspiracy to obstruct jus- 
tice, charged in the indictments to- 
day, is alleged to have resulted in 
Mrs. Adams leaving a train on 
which she was coming from the 
West under subpena to testify in 
the investigation and hiding from 
Federal authorities for several 
weeks. Meantime, she is said to 
have consulted with Mrs. Dorn- 
blazer and her attorney. 

Mrs. Dornblazer, formerly Lydia 
Locke, operatic prima donna, shot 
and fatally wounded her first hus- 
band, A. W. -(Prince) Taylor, race 
track gambler in Reno, Nev., in 
1909, but Taylor exonerated her in 
a death-bed assertion that 
shooting was accidental. 


Her second husband was Orville’ 


Harrold, Metropolitan Opera tenor, 
from whom she was divorced in 
1921. Shortly afterward she mar- 
ried Arthur Marks. Her fourth 
husband is Harry Dornblazer, said 
to be a former secretary to Marks.

-ON MEDICINAL WINE 


Representatives of Industry 
and Prohibition Chief Dis- 
cuss General Situation. 


IMPORTANT DECISION 
IS LIKELY TO BE MADE 


Bars May Be Lifted on Impor- 
tation of Liquors for 
Medical Use.

Nearly two score. representatives 
end counsel of organizations inter- 
ested in the manufacture and dis- 
tribution of medicinal wines con- 
ferred yesterday afternoon with 
Brig. Gen. Lincoln C. Andrews, 
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury 
in«charge of prohibition enforce- 
ment, during which every phase of 


medicinal wines was discussed.™ 

is Was the firat conference ever 
held by prohibition officials with the 
collective interests in the manu- 
facture and distribution of medici- 
nal wines. The conference was call- 
ed by H. Keith Weeks, newly ap- 
pointed Federal supervisor of wine 
control. 

As the result of yesterday's con- 
férence it is understood an impor- 
tant decfsion is likely to be made 
within the near future by Gen. An- 
drews in reference to medicinal 
wines. 

It is also regarded as likely that 
Gen, Andrews may ask for a lifting 
of the bars which now prohibit the 
importation of wines for medicinal 
purposes, following the suggestions 
made yesterday by representatives

But chemical art, Mr. Andrews 
said, had made it necessary for both 


to be treated alike, and he proposed 
that Congress give him the power to 
review permits once a year. The 
present law made it necessary to go 
into court to revoke permits, he 
said, and the courts were clogged 
with cases. This aroused Senator 
Reed. 

“You want to revoke or refuse 
to revoke on evidence that you can't 
take into court and sustain,’’ he 
said. 

Senator Means sought to inter- 
vene, but Senator Reed checked 
him, ‘“‘Let me continue, please,”’ 
Senator Reed said. 

Gen. Andrews contended that the 
courts would be relieved of conges- 
tion if the prohfbition officers could 
handle the cases in the manner sug- 
gested. 

“Yes, general,’ said Senator 
Reed, “and if we'd give every con- 
st@ble the right to try every man, 
we'd relieve the courts, too. You 
don’t like to take that kind of a 
case to court because you'd be 
beaten. Isn’t that true? 

“TI don't like to be beaten,” con- 
ceded Gen. Andrews. ‘I had that 
experience yesterday,’ referring to 


the circuit court decision in New | 


York. 

“Do you think in a free country,’ 
persisted Senator Reed, ‘“‘that a 
power ought to be vested outside 
of a court where one man might de- 
stroy another man’s business. Is 
that compatible with a free coun- 
try?’’ 

“You could take the administra- 
tor into court,”’ suggested the gen- 
eral. 


“How is he going to get into 


puzzled by the trend of the discus- 
sion, interrupted to ask, “Will you 
explain what split whisky is?’ 

Gen. Andrews explained that one 
quart of whisky is mixed with three 
quarts of alcohol, making four 
quarts of split whisky, with the 
bootlegger getting three quarts and 
the druggist one quart. 

“Since Senator Walsh doesn’t 
know anything about this,’’ said 
Senator Reed, “I will explain a 
process of mixing alcohol and 
water. I haven't tried it yet. I 
|haven’t been that desperate.” 


Explains Process. 


Senator Reed explained that one 
gallon of whisky is mixed with one 
gallon of alcohol, and then two 
gallons of water are added, making 
a 50 per cent proof whisky, which 
was about as good as you get in 
the market. 

“Our tests show,’ said Gen. An- 
drews, ‘“‘that 98 per cent of the 
liquor seized is split liquor, but I 
am informed that alcohol is just 
as wholesome as whisky.”’ 

“That is gratifying information,” 
said Senator Reed, while the audi- 
ence could not suppress its laugh- 
ter. 


After Gen. Andrews #@aid he had 
not kept count of the number of 
druggists arrested, the discussion 
turned on ‘“‘nonrefillable bottles.’’ 
Assistant Prohibition Director 
Jones, who was sworn, declared 
there was no such thing in fact as 
a nonrefillable bottle. 

When Gen. Andrews admitted 
that wood alcohol] was no deterrent 
to the bootlegger, who even trans- 
formed embalming fluid into boot- 
leg drink, the audience broke its 
restraint and there was a sponta- 
neous outburst of laughter. 

There was another outbreak 
‘later, when Gen. Andrews explained 
iwhy prohibition agents at times be- 
came intoxicated. 

‘Unfortunately,’ he said, ‘‘the 
only way we can get evidence for 
the courts is to drink the liquor. 
He (the prohibition agent) must 
bring it out inside of him. He 
could not get out with a sample.”’ 

‘‘Well, they also drink it when 
they could safely get out with a 
sample,’ said Senator Reed.

Character of Testimony. 


The request in writing from Mr. 
Codman was in part as follows, 
and explains the character of the 
testimony which he hopes to pre- 
sent in getting facts on prohibition 
before the committee: 

“IT request you to issue a subpena 
to Roland Corry, of Key West, 
sheriff of Monroe county, Fla., re- 
quiring his appearance this week 
before this committee. 

“Tl am informed that he will tes- 
tify, from personal observation, 
that thé Federal prohibition force 
in his district is honeycombed with 
corruption. He will testify specifi- 
cally ‘in regatd to a raid made re- 
cently by Federal officers in Key 
West; that he was out of town when 
the raid was undertaken. He re- 
turned to find that in his absence 
eight men had been arrested with- 
out warrants and placed in jail, and 
that one woman had been brought 
to the police station with handcuffs 
so tight that they had broken the 
skin at her wrist and that blood 
was streaming from the cuts; that 
the woman was appealing for 
mercy; that the officers would not 
remove the manacles. 

‘When questioned by the sheriff 
she related, with tears, how'the cf- 
ficers had broken into her home 
without a warrant, had searched 
her rooms, even pulling personal 
belongings out of bureau drawers. 
He will testify that he freed all 
those who had been locked up and 
stated that the officers in charge 
of the raiders admitted to him that 
what they had done in Key West 
was being practiced throughout the 
State. 

“I request you to issue a sub- 
pena to Eva V. White, 357 
Charles Street, Boston, Mass., re- 
quiring her appearance this week 
before this committee. 

“T am informed that Mrs. White 
who is the manager of the Eliza- 
beth Peabody settlement house, 
situated in Boston; can testify as 
to the injurious effect which has 
been brought about by prohibition 
upon the poor people of the dis- 
trict in which the Elizabeth Pea- 
body house is situated. That she 
has had 15 years’ experience in the 
district, nine years before prohi- 
bition and six years since. That 
she will state that neighborhood 
dances have had to be abandoned 
on account of the _ hip-pocket 
flasks filled with liquor brought 
by boys to these dances and dis- 
seminated by them. She can also 
testify to the fact that many 
families previously in very poor 
circumstancés have become fairly 
well to do as the result of having 
gone into the boot-legging busi- 
ness on a small scale. That con. 
ditions throughout the settlement 
are worse from the point of view 
of morals than at any time before 
prohibition. | 

“TI request you to issue a sub- 
pena to M. B. Wellborn, governor, 
Federal Reserve Bank, Atlanta, 
Ga., requiring his appearance this 
week. before this committee. 

“T understand that Mr. Wellborn 
in a letter requested by Congress- 
man Upshaw on March .3, states 


that when he came to Atlanta 
eleven years ago with the Federal 
Reserve Bauk that he found there 
many saloons that sold beer ex- 
clusively. That these saloons 
were well-conducted and that no 
drunkenness or excessive drinking 
resuited from them. That he had 
been in Atlanta for 11 years and 
is satisfied from his own observa- 
tions that drinking is now almost 
universal, not only in Atlanta, but 
in every town in Georgia. That 
his observations are not confirmed 
strictly to the rich, and well-to-do, 
but that nearly every family has 
whisky in its home. 

“T request you to issue a subpena 
to Mrs. Viola Anglin, deputy chief 
probation officer, magistrate’s court, 
New York, requiring her appearance 
this week before this committee. 

“She will testify that women who 
used to suffer from the evils of 
drinking in pre-Volstead days are 
now suffering worse evils as the re- 
sult of prohibition; that liquor for- 
merly sold in saloons is now sold 
direct from homes in which it is 
made; that children who never 
were curious about alcohol are now 
familiar with it and the form of 
moral looseness that its use leads 
to; that a number of high schools 
have discontinued holding their 
dances, as they have so much trou- 
ble with liquor carried by the boys 
in hip-pocket flasks that parents 
and neighbors complain that the 
well-behaved pupils are being cor- 
rupted. 

“TI request you to issue a subpena 
to Sheriff Bob Baker, of Palm 
Beach, newly elected president of 
the Florida State Association of 
Sheriffs, requesting his appearance 
this week before this committee. 

‘He can testify as to the methods 
used by Federal enforcement of- 
ficers and as to the type of men who 
are employed as such. He will tes- 
tify that under present conditions 
enforcement of the law is practically 
impossible. 


Conditions in Chattanooga. 


“I request you to issue a subpena 
to the Hon. T. Pope Shepherd, Chat- 
tanooga Electric building, Chatta- 
nooga, Tenn., requiring his appear- 
ance this week before this com- 
mittee. 

“IT am informed that he can tes- 
tify that while he was United States 
district attorney in Chattanooga that 
the situation in regard to law en- 
forcement had become excessively 
bad. Moonshine was coming into 
the city in large quantities from 
the mountains around it. Cases were 
piling up on the docket of the. United 
States district court and a great 
many cases appeared for Monday 
morning on the docket of the mu- 
nicipal ‘court as a result of the liq- 
uor situation. That there were 
twelve to fifteen more saloons in 
ithe city than in preprohibition days 
and that authorities were unable to 

‘cope with the situation. It was 
| suggested by some of the authori- 
ities that the following experiment 
| be tried: 
‘The brewers of the city were 
j}called in and given permission to 
| manufacture and supply beer to the 
saloons provided, they would also 
give to the authorities a Ford run- 
about with $125 a month for ex- 
penses, it to be understood by the 
saloon-keepers who were called in 
and informed of the arrangement 
that they would not be molested in 
the sale of beer at retail on condi- 
tion that they would not sell any 
other liquor and would not allow it 
on their premises; also-.that they 
would furnish information to the 
authorities concerning such people 
as they knew to be bootleggers. 

‘““*That they would also permit 
ithe authorities to search their 
places of business at any time with- 
out using process of law. They were 
given to understand that if any 
liquor was found on the premises 
or in the possession of the pro- 
prietor, or his assistants, that the 
place would be locked up and of- 
fenders prosecuted. 


Result Called Good. 


“ ‘This arrangement was eutered 
into and the practical result was 
that illicit liquor was largely driven 
out of the city, also court cases 
were reduced from 650 to 60 on 
Monday mornings to 6 or 10 and 
the general moral situation of the 
city was greatly improved. 

‘* ‘Owing to a protest made by the 
Antisaloon league, or some of its 
adherents, that beer was being pur- 
chased and sold in the city, the ex- 
periment was abandoned and im- 
mediately moonshine again began to 
make its appearance in the city 
which drifted back into the same 
unfortunate situation as before the 
arrangement.’ ”’ 


Repeal or Modification 
Of Law Urged in House 


(By the Associated Press.) 


Calling attention to the expense 
of enforcing prohibition in the 
House yesterday, Representative 
Cullen (Democrat), New York, 
urged repeal or modification of the 
Volstead law.’ He said the millions 
spent in a ‘futile’ effort at enforce- 
ment should be used to build up the 
merchant marine and on other con- 
structive enterprises. 

Mr. Cullen termed the dry law

OF VOTER |S MADE 
BROOKHART ISSUE 


Ernst Holds lowa Electorate; 


Intended That Steck 
Should Have Seat. 


POLITICAL MOTIVES ARE 


Should Be Guided by 
Statutes of State. 


(By the Associated Press. ) 

The Senate was called on yester- 
day to determine whether the law or 
the intent of the voter should be 
the deciding factor in the Iowa sen- 
atorial contest. 

Contending that the Senate elec- 
tions committee was a judge within 
itself, Chairman Ernst, who favors 


the seating of Daniel F. Steck, 
Democrat, argued that the intent of 
the voter should be the dominating 
factor, while Senator Stephens 
(Democrat) ,Mississtppi, leading the 
fight for Senator Brookhart, Repub- 
lican, contended the election laws 
of Iowa should settle the issue and 
that any other method would be a 
refiection on the voters of that and 
every other State. 

If the voters’ intent principle is 
adopted, both Senators Ernst and 
Caraway (Democrat), Arkansas, de- 
clared, Steck should be declared a 
winner in the 1924 election and ad- 
mitted to the Senate. Dissenting 
from the majority of the committee, 
Senator, Stephens held that Brook- 
hart was elected by law and in fact 
and warned that the case should be 
settled judicially and not politically. 


Calls Telegrams Insulting. 


The Mississippi senator declared 
he stood in defense of Brookhart’s 
right to his scat in face of numer- 
ous telegraphic requests from his 
own State for him to support Steck, 
a Democrat. These telegrams. he 
said, constituted a ‘‘gross insult”’ to 
him. 

Chairman Ernst disclaimed that 
political motives had influenced the 
majority of the committee in con- 
cluding that Mr. Brookhart should 
be unseated and insisted that the 
‘‘fact that Brookhart was not a 
good Republican,’’ had not entered 
into the case. 

The three senators as they con- 
tinued debate on the case were in- 
terrupted repeatedly, Senator Ernst 
finally declining to answer ques- 
tions on the ground they already 
had been answered. Senator George 
(Democrat), Georgia, a member of 
the subcommittee that investigated 
the case, was the chief interrupter 
of Senator Stephens. 

He said that agreements entered 
by representatives of Brookhart 
and Steck on stipulations governing 
the recount were binding, while 
Senator Stephens argued they did 
not bind the Senate, which should 
consider the case open-mindedly on 
the basis of law.

DIRECTORS ARE ASSAILED 


(By the Associated Press.) 

The American Society of Com- 
posers, Authors and Publishers, 
from which radio stations purchase 
rights to broadcast much of the 
popular music heard over the radio, 
was charged with being a combina- 
tion in restraint of trade by Charles 
H. Tuttle, on behalf of the National 
Association of Broadcasters, testify- 
ing yesterday before a joint session 
of the House and Senate patent 
committees. 


Mr. Tuttle made this charge after 
he had been asked by Chairman 
Butler, of the Senate committee, 
whether the society was not such 
a combination. He explained, how- 
ever, that broadcasters were power- 
less to do anything about it, because 


could not be considered as entering 
in interstate commerce.

Describing the functions of the 
society from a printed text of its 
by-laws, Mr. Tuttle said it was 
doubtful if any corporations ever 
attempted under State laws to 
create self-perpetuating boards of 
directors as, he said, the society 
had done.

Lehibach and Stanfield Will 
Confer With Coolidge 
Soon on Measure. 


Previous indications that the re- 
tirement bill submitted to the House 
Monday by its civil service commit- 
tee would have to undergo further 
modifications before it would be ac- 
ceptable to the administration were 
borne out yesterday when the Presi- 
dent was represented as not being 


satisfied with the measure. 

Despite the increase made by the 
committee in employes’ contribu- 
tion, it was made known that the 
President still believes the annui- 
ties in the bill.are too high and the 
age limits too low. 

The same objections which the 
White House spokesman had given 
previously against the bill were re- 
{terated. When these objections 
were first voiced there were indica- 
tions that the House committee 
would lower the proposed annuities 
in an effort to meet the chief execu- 
tive’s wishes. The committee did 
advance the age limits. 

Rather than lower the annuities 
the committee added another one- 
half per cent to the proposed con- 
tribution of the employes. This was 
in addition to the increase of 1 per 
cent which had: been originally con- 
templated. The committee feels 
that this action has really brought 
the cost of the bill within reasonable 
limits. 
| Both Chairman Lehlbach,. of New 
| Jersey, and Senator Stanfield, of 
'Oregon, plan to confer with the 
President some time this week and 
they will emphasize the lowered cost 
effected through the increased em- 
ployes’ contribution. 

There are some indications, how- 
ever, that the President has objec- 
tions other than financial to the 
proposed annuities and age limits. 
Under the present law, most gov- 
ernment employes retire at the age 
of 70. The new bill would permit 
| this class to retire at the age of 65 
: if they so desired, and they could 
continue in employment until they 
were forced to retire. 

There is some belief that the 
President is of the mind that the 
$1,200 maximum annuity would in- 
duce the greater number of em- 
ployes to retire at the age of 65, 
whereas, in his opinion, they should 
remain in the service until they 
reach 70 years. 

Virtually all discussion of the 
bill is turning on the age limit. 
The limits of 60 and 62 years, pre- 
scribed in the bill are for preferred 
classes of hazardous and arduous 
employment. 

It was made clear that the Presi- 
dent will maintain an open mind 
until he has conferred with Mr. 
Lehlbach and Senator Stanfield. 
They are confident that they will 
be able to make him see the mat. 
ter in an entirely different light.

It was he who led the fight on the 
Republican side for ratification of 
the protocol creating the world 
court, and this issue is expected to 
figure prominently in the Wisconsin

OBLIGATIONS ARE FEW 


London, April 6 (By A. P.).—El- 
liott Alves, chairman of the Panama 
Corporation, today made public 
some of the details of the reported 
gold discoveries in Panama. The 
concessions granted by the Pana- 
man government cover an area of 
more than 4,500 square miles and 
are declared to be the first conces- 
sions of this nature ever granted to 
British interests in that country, 


a decree having been promulgated 
by congress forbidding similar con- 
cessions at any time again. 

Among the members of the origi- 
nal syndicate responsible for the 
initiation of the enterprise are, Sir 
Henry Bell, chairman of the Buenos 
Aires Western railway, Ltd.; Minor 
Cooper Keith, of Brooklyn, N. Y.; 
Messrs. Jesup and Lamont and 
Messrs. Amory & Co., New York; 
S. S. Joel and Sir Alfred Mond. 

One concession is in the north 
and others are in the south of 
Panama. The nothern concession 
has apn area of 1,100 square miles 
in the State of Vergua. The south- 
‘ern concessions have an area of 
about 3,500 square miles and ad- 
‘join the frontier of Colombia. 

It is provided that after ten 
years’ exploration of al] the areas 
selected by the concessionaires they 
shall continue their absolute owner- 
ship in perpetuity. Neither mu- 
nicipal nor national taxes will be 
levied and the payment of a royalty 
of 2 per cent on the gold exported 
and the construction of necessary 
roads and bridges are the only 
obligations on the concessionaires. 
There is a prospect that great silver 
and zinc mines will also be opened. 

Alluding to powerful American 


‘and French influence associated 
ie the Panama corporation, Mr. 


Alves remarked that it was strongly 
desired by the members of the 
original syndicate responsible for 
the discoveries that American influ- 
ences shall always be associated 
with future developments. It was 
the intention to conduct the enter- 
prise in the shape of an interna- 
tional corporation. 


First Clash Appears 
Under Dawes Plan 


Berlin, April 6 (By A. P.).—For 
the first time since the Dawes plan 
became operative, a conflict has 
arisen between the German govern- 
ment and Sir Andrew McFadyean, 
the commissioner of controlled rey- 
enues under the plan. 

The commissioner has raised ob- 
jections to the measure adopted by 
the reichstag providing for post- 
ponement of the increase in the beer 
tax until January, 1927. He assert- 
ed this might cause a deficit in the 
controlled revenues for next year, 
when Germany must meet heavy 
reparation payments. 

Germany now proposes to submit 
the dispute to international arbitra- 
tion in accordance with the London 
agreement, which established the 
Dawes plan. Should the decision go 
against Germany, it is believed 
probable that the entire budget, of 
which the beer tax is a part, will 
have to be resubmitted to the 
reichstag.

Spanish War Pensions. 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir 
The bill granting increased pen- 
sions to soldiers and sailors of the 
war with Spain, the Philippine in- 


‘surrection and the China relief ex- 


pedition, has been agreed to by the 
House, The act of June 56, 1920, 
grants pensions from $12 to $30 
per month to persons who served 
90 days or more in the military or 
naval service during the war with 
Spain, the Philippine insurrection 
or the China relief expedition. The 
act of September 1, 1922, extends 
the benefits of the original law to 
any woman who served honorably 
as an army nurse, chief nurse or 
superintendent of nurse corps un- 
der contract for 90 days. 

The bill. agreed to by the House 
grants a pension of not less than 
$20.nor more than $50 per month 
to such persons. The rates are in- 
creased automatically over the 
original rates, in precisely the 
same degree. 

Widows, remarried widows, and 


| minor children will be paid $30 per 


month with $8 for each child. The 
bill also provides for a pension of 
$72 per month for the blind or. 
helpless. For total disability the 
rate.will be from $60 to $72 per 
month. 

It is estimated that the bill, if 
made a law, will involve an annual 
additional expenditure of sone- 
thing like $37,090.000. This is a 
very meritorious measure, and the

An article in a previous number 
of the American Mercury, in which 
the Watch and Ward society 
attacked, provided the 
Mencken alleged. 

Another witness was Herbert As- 
bury, of New York, writer of the 
story in the April issue of the 
American Mercury, on which the 
complaint of the Watch and Ward 
society was based. He testified he 
was a Methodist and a native of the 
town of Farmington, Mo. He de- 
clared his purpose in writing the 
story was to show that ‘“‘the re- 
vivalists’ idea of painting the gilded 
halls of sin in their effort to drive 
out sin and the devil is more harm- 
ful perhaps than the sin itself.’’

SOVIET’ AGENT IS OUSTED 


Paris, April 6 (By A. P.).— 
Grand Duke Nicholas Nicoleevitch, 
uncle of the late Czar Nicholas II. 
was chosen today as the leader of 
the Russfan monarchists by the 
unanimous vote of the congress of 
Russian emigres now in session 
tere. 

The congress immediately sent 
messengers to the grand duke at 
his Chateaude Choigny, near Paris, 
asking him to accept “the supreme 
labor of resurrecting the father- 
land.’’ 

The congress had been known to 
support Grand Duke Nicholas 
against the claims of all the other 
grand dukes since its first meet- 
ing last Sunday, but today’s actiot% 
was the first gesture to symbolize 
the unity of the monarchist party. 

The grand duke received the del- 
egation from the congress at his 
chateau this afternoon and prom- 
ised to send a reply by messenger 
tomorrow. 

The hand of the soviet regime 
appeared for the first time in con- 
nection with the congress this 
afternoon. <A neatly dressed man 
walked into the lobbies outside the 
meeting and took his stand beside 
a counter where were offered for 
sale portraits of the late czar in 


‘uniform, postcard views of St. Pe- 
| tersburg 


(now Leningrad) and 
Moscow before the revolution and 
monarchist literature. There he 
offered for sale communist news- 
papers and Marxian pamphlets. He 
was politely but firmly removed by 
the police without a struggle.

No Epicures More Exacting in 
Diet Requirements, 


He Discovers. 


Berkeley, Calif., April 6 (By A 
P.).—Keeping alive diphtheria and 
tuberculosis germs is one of the 
tasks of Anthony Salle, graduate 
student, who is seeking a doctor’s 
degree at the University of Call- 
fornia. 

Bacteria must be had for experi- 
mental purposes and under Salle’s 
care are approximately 100 varie- 
ties. 

No epicures are more exacting in 
their diet requirements than these 
wards of his—the invisible enemies 
of the human race. The hardier 
germs will thrive in a medium of 
beef infusion and other ingredi- 
ents with Japanese agar or gela- 
tine added to make the solution 
solid. Among these are the staphy- 
lococecus, which causes boils, and 
the typhoid bacteria. 

The pneumonia germ and the 
streptococcus, which causes sore 
throat, are fed agar and blood. 
More delicate germs must have an 
egg or beef serum. 

Temperature is a vital consider- 
ation in the ‘“‘culture’’ of germs, for 
virtually all are killed at 60 degrees 
or less.

YIELDS PRIGELESS AX 


Chesapeake Tongers Bring 
Up Curious Weapon 3 
‘Centuries Old. 


SHIP CHASED BY FRIGATE 


Baltimore, April 6 (By A. P.).—A 
curlously ornate and engraved ax, 
salvaged by oystermen from the 
sunken hulk of a seventeenth cen- 
tury pirate ship off Tangier island, 


Chesapeake bay, has been pro- 
nounced by executives of Peabody 
institute here to be a remarkable 
specimen of medieval pole ax. 


The sunken pirate hulk was a 
tradition among the colonists as 
early as 300 years ago. The gen- 
erally accepted version was that the 
vessel had been chased into the bay 
by a British frigate in 1610, where 
it was sent to the bottom, perhaps 
after a hand-to-hand fight. The 


muddy ooze of the Chesapeake held 
it firmly, and not until a recent 
lashing storm stirred the depths was 
it ever more than a dim outline, as 
vague as the tradition itself. 

The storm, however, revealed the 
upper decks of the craft to the Tan- 
gier islanders, who, in rowboats, ex- 
plored the submerged cabin with 
oyster tongs. Severdl copper dishes 
and the medieval ax came up. The 
dishes were sold te a New York 
Gealer in antiques, but the ax went 
to a resident of Crisfield, Md., for 
$10. Peabody executives assert it is 
priceless, being in an excellent state 
of preservation. The Peabody ex- 
aminers said it was a weapon never 
used by the British, but wielded ex- 
tensively by warriors of Latin na- 
tions. 

A slender stiletto {is imbedded in 
the handle and the ax blade itself 
bears in the form of a shield what 
is believed to be the hallmark of its 
maker. It will be sent to New York 
for ‘examination by experts in an 
attempt to determine the time and 
place of its fabrication.

GEORGE W. WISE, 


FUNERAL TOMORROW 
FOR GEORGE W. WISE 


Veteran Funeral Director, 80, 
to Be Buried in Oak 
Hill Cemetery. 


The funeral of George W. Wise, 
80 years old, one of the oldest 
funeral directors in Washington, 
who died Monday, at his residence, 
2900 M street northwest, will take 
place at 2 o’clock tomorrow after- 
noon from his home. Burial will 
be in the Oak Hill cemetery. 

Mr. Wise was born in Pennsyl- 
vania and was taken to Canton, 
Ohio, by his parents, at an early 
age. His family were neighbors of 
the man who later became Presi- 
dent McKinley. When the civil 
war broke out, he enlisted and 
served throughout with the Third 
Independent battery, under Gens. 
Sherman and Logan. At the close 
of the war, Mr. Wise came to Wash- 
ington and accepted a position in 
the Treasury Department. 

Mr. Wise belonged to numerous 
civic and patriotic organizations, 
including of Knights of Pythias, 
Knights Templar, Improved Order 
of Red Men, and the Grand Army 
of the Republic. About 50 years 
ago he established an undertaking 
business, and was actively engaged 
in it until death. Surviving him 
are his daughter, two grandchil- 
dren and three great-grandchildren 
and a sister, Mrs. Laura Sheld. 


Baron Hozumi, Tokyo 
Statesman, Is Dead 


Tokyo, April 7 (By A. P,).—Bar- 
on Nobushige Hozumi, president of 
the privy council, died this 
(Wednesday) morning, of pneu- 
monia. 


Baron Hozumi, a barrister by 
profession, had been a member of 
the privy council since 1916, and 
was elected to the presidency last 
year on the death of Viscount Ham- 
sel. Besides holding many judicial 
positions in his own country he was 
a barrister of the Middle Timple, 
London, and was emeritus professor 
of the Imperial university, Tokyo. 
He was also a judge of the perma- 
nent court of arbitration at The 
Hague; was Japanese delegate to 
the international Oriental confer- 
ence in Italy in 1902, and the in- 
ternational conference of arts and 
sciences at St. Louls in 1904. He 
was the author of a number of 
books on law,

spaces in the tissues. The dust par- 
ticles which do the harm are about 
the size of bacteria. Ten of them, 
side by side, make a mass but little 
broader than a red blood cell. 
ticles of that fineness are not 
stopped by the ordinary respirator, 
or by a cloth tied around the face, 
serving as a home-made respirator. 

Since blood cells and bacteria 
get through the tiesues, it would 
be thought that sand 0»particles 
would not be stopped. But just 
the right kind of sand particles can 
go into what is called the colloidal 
state, and substances in that shape 
readily clog spaces. <As a result of 
such clogging, persons who breathe 
just the right kind of sand dust 
have nose troubles, are short wind- 
ed, have lame lungs and die early, 
generally from consumption. One 
case is cited where an exposure of 
about six weeks was enough to do up 
a healthy young man. That, how- 
ever, is not the rule. Sand blasters 
go down in five years as an average; 
granite workers in ten to twenty 
years; while over twenty years is 
required to knock out the average 
pottery worker. 

The early symptoms of sand 
lungs are these: Shortness of 
breath; next, a slight cough night 
and morning, without expectora2- 
tion; then irritation in the nose; a 
feeling of not getting to the bottom 
of his breath; later there are fre- 
Then there is 
expectoration; some blood {is often 
coughed up, even when tuberculosis 
fs not present. By this time the 
dust breather is so short of breath 
and coughs and spits so much that 
he fears consumption. But he has 
no fever, no night sweats and he is 
not emaciated. When, still later, 
he develops consumption he does 
have fever and night sweats and he 
loses weight. Consumption is the 
= frequent, serious complica- 
tion. 


It is possible in some industries 
to prevent trouble by the use of 
artificial ventilation, hoods, and 
dust exhausters. In some it is pos- 
sible to prevent trouble by cleanli- 
ness, plus sprinkling. In some, 
wearing respirators helps. In oth- 
ors there is no help. The only alter- 
native for the worker who begins to 
get short-winded is to quit his job 
and find some clean work. 


Possibly in time some inventor 
will provide sand blasters with a 
respirator in the meshes of which 
there is a.colloid material which 
will stop the fine silicon particles.

Hughes was received here with 
deepest regret. Known to all Vir- 
ginta Poly men far and wide as 
“Piker’?

Hughes was a member of the 
class of 1910 and quarterback of 
the Southern champions of 1909 
and the star eleven of the follow- 
ing year.

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ENGINEERS TRIKE 
QUUN 10 BE ENDED, 
EMPLOYERS DECLARE 


Edict of Corporation Counsel 
May Terminate Walkout 
on ‘Monday. 


ONE LICENSED OPERATOR 
TO MACHINE NECESSARY 


Strikers Also Claim Victory 
Will Be Theirs Within 
Few Days. 


Jubilant over the decision yester- 
day of Corporation Counsel Francis 
H,. Stephens which requires but one 
licensed engineer on a steam shovel, 
members of the Operative Builders’ 
association are confident that the 
strike of steam shovel and hoisting 
engine operators will soon end as 
far as they are concerned, by Mon- 
day, according to Rufus J. Lusk, 


secretary of the employers’ associa- 
tion. 

“Had the strikers succeeded in 
their attempt to have both men of 
an engine requiring licenses it 
would have inconvenienced us 
greatly ,”’ Mr. Lusk said yesterday, 
“but with this decision we can have 
every one of our engines operating 
by Monday. For 20 years we have 
only been required to have one li- 
censed engineer on a steam shovel 
and we will now continue in the 
same way.” 

The strikers, through their busi- 
ness agent, Frank J. Nichols, also 
claimed that they would be victo- 
‘lous in a few days. They hint at 
2 break between builders and the 
excavating companies and say that 
several builders have already given 
assurance that they would back the 
strikers. 


Strikebreakers Assaliled. 


“It stands to reason,”’ Mr. Nichols 
said yesterday, ‘‘that these strike- 
breakers would belong to the locals 
in their own towns if they were any 
good. As for the decision of Cor- 
poration Counsel Stephens, I have 
nothing to say except that despite 
his decision the law {fs law.”’ 

Corporation Counsel 
said he could see nothing in the law 
that required a licensed steam en- 
gineer to operate the levels of a 
Steam shovel; that it was a purely 
mechanical job and did not require 
any knowledge of engineering more 
than a quick eye and an ability to 
judge distances. Mr. Stephens com- 
pared the lever handler to the 
driver of an automobile, who knew 
how to operate the levers of an auto- 
mobile, but was not required to 
have any mechanical knowledge of 
the car. Cases against several men 
who had been arrested and charged 
with operating a steam engine with- 
out a license were nolle prossed. 


Auto Permit Voiding 
Blamed on Congress 


Director of Traffic M. O. Eldridge 
yesterday sought to turn back on 
Congress responsibility for the in- 
validating of all automobile driv- 
ers’ permits, following criticism of 
his conduct in the House, Monday, 
because he had made no effort to 


reissue the permits, during the sev- 
eral months since he has known the 
traffic act directed him to do so. 
Mr. Eldridge said that in the first 
place Congress had provided him 
with no money to pay the expenses 


\of the operation and that, secondly, 
‘ the traffic act 


contained contradic- 
tory provisions, requiring him in 
one paragraph to reissue permits 
free and in another to charge $1 
for each reissued permit.

COMMISSION PLANS 
TO RELOCATE BUREAUS 


Recent Appropriation Pro- 
motes Making Changes to 
Save Office Space. 


Relocation of various Federal 
bureaus to utilize available office 
space more advantageously is be- 
ing considered by the public build- 
ings commission.

HOTEL TAX! GONTRAGTS 
ARE UPHELD BY COURT 


Independent Hacker’s Plea for 
Injunction Is Dismissed 
by Siddons. 


CLAIMED EQUAL RIGHTS 


Independent public hackers, who 
find themselves crowded away from 
the large downtown hotels by lines 
of Black and White or Yellow cabs, 
and by the police, will find no re- 
lief by way of injunction in the 
equity courts, according to a memo- 
randum opinion signed yesterday by 
Justice Siddons in the case of 
Charles F. Prevost. 

The opinion grants the motion of 
the District commissioners, the pub- 
lic utilities commission and several 
police officials, to dismiss Prevost’s 
bill for an injunction which he 
sought to prevent further alleged 
arbitrary and unlawful interference 
with his attempts to solicit patron- 
age. 

Prevost was arrested several 
months ago at the Willard hotel 
and charged with loitering, but was 
acquitted in police court. He was 
thereafter threatened with arrest if 
he persisted in parking his cab be- 
tween the corporate-owned cabs, 
which are now lined up on the east 
side of the Willard hotel, he 
charged. Prevost demanded the 
same right to use public space as 
is now exercised by the owners of 
the Yellow and Black and White 
cabs in front of the hotels. 

Justice Siddons took judicial no- 
tice of the fact that the owners of 
the Yellow and Black and White 
cabs have a contract or working 
agreement with the hotel owners, 
and, while it is not lawful for any 
officer of the District government 
to allow any corporation or preson 
the exclusive use of any pubiiec 
space, the court does not see fit to 
interfere with the contractural re- 
lations between the hotels and the 
owners of cabs, which now monop- 
olize the space in front of the hotel 
entrances. 

The opinion infers that Prevost 
or any other independent hacker 
may test out the effect and force of 
the alleged monopoly enjoyed by 
the Black and White and Yellow 
cabs by being arrested and thresh- 
ing out the question in the police 
court, 


DELAY IS REQUESTED 
ON NEW STREET BILL 


Commissioners Teil Senate 
That Traction Merger Would 
Eliminate Measure’s Need. 


Hope of early submission of a 
definite traction merger proposal 
caused the District commissioners
